' Since the war began we have liitd no such 
intoreslins news from tlic Slntes as thut 
brought by the steamer yesleniay. No im- 
portant battles have been fought siiico pre- 
vious advices ; but wliat makes the news so 
intorcsting i;; the advance of iho Confederates 
into Maryland and their movement towards 
Cincinnati. The boldness of the move- 
ment, the confidence they display, the change 
from the defensive to the ofTensivo, revives 
historical readings, and looks like vvur on the 
European plan. The Confoderates stand (j u i 
prominently in iho foreground of the picuire, 
whilst-thiij Federals occupy the back«round, 
apparently withont the force and ability lo 
resist suucGSsfiilly tho conquering legicins 
under Lee and Jackson. Tho Confederates 
act as though they had learned the art of 
war; whilst the resignation o( Stanton, the 
ordering of Pope to the northwest to sup- 
press iho Indians, the arrest of McDowell 
for treason, and the rntnur ol ii Court of Jn- 
quiry on recent reverses, co'.iplcil with ihe 
retreat from before RielinioncI, imlieate a most 
untavornble state of things in tlie Ftnierai 
Camp and at Washington. In the Confed- 
erate movotneut into Maryland and ihrongh 
Kentucky, there is visible not only the 
strategy of the general bnl the policy of the 
statesman, and the promptings of success 
and desperation. One of Itio <;roaiest suc- 
cesses of tho Washington Cabinet was in 
securing the loyalty nf llio ■j.roa.i State of 
Kentucky, and Ihe .securing of tho Federal 
base of operalioiis at Washington directed 
against Virginia which depeniled upon garri- 
sons in Maryland. The advanoo of tho Con- 
federates in Keniueky is dosianed not only 
to break up Federal influence in that State, 
create a rising among the Secessionists ; but, 
at the same timc,to advance into Ohio, forcing 
Buell and the Federal forces of tl;o south- 
west to return from Ihe south to jirotect Itie 
northern frontier, thus reducing iho contest 
to a border wavfaro. If the neutrals and 
loyalists of Kontucky can he inerged into 
two opposing parties, the South secures a 
great aavantago, the Federals become great- 
ly weakened, and the great States Ohio and 
Indiana provided with employment for their 
volunteers at their own doors. He.-iides that 
the rebels niaj' subsist their army in ihe 
border slave and free Slates much easier 
than in tho o.-chausied coUon Stales. Tho 
advance into Mary land will in all probability 
j^^^tMh^f&'accessiun of strength ;to the Con- 
wderates" ' Tliey will get in between iho 
Washington army and the source of its sup- 
plies. The railroad lines from Penuslyvania 
will fall into their hands, und ihe communi- 
cation of iMcClellan be cut oil'. 'J'ho fact 
that Stonewall Jackson is at Fi-otlerick, with- 
in 32 miles of Baltimore, and tho whole 
^Confederate force moving in great bodies 
towards Maryland, shows that it is their de- 
sign to draw the Federals from Washington. 
That result has already been allained, as 
McClellan was moving his men in largo 
bodies in the line uf iliu Confederate ad- 
vance. Tho signal ilefeats of the Federals 
in open field fights when not supported by 
their 'gunboats; may make rebel gdiiorals 
anxious to meet them on equal terms. Bo- 
sides 3IcClel!an cannot sulfer Lee tjlako 
lip a position in -Marylaiul, so as to lei Jack- 
son push on his flying legions into Pennsyl- 
ivaniaor take Philadelphia, and read the de- 
claration of Southern independence in Inde- 
pendence Hall. The next news onuhi to 
bring us accounts of desperate li^'hting. .Mc- 
Clellan has lo fighter rolini]iiish the contest. 
He will have to light to protect northern fire- 
sides. There is no escape from it. He can- 
not allow Lee and Jackson to cut off his 
conimuoication, and carry the war into 
Peniisylvania unchecked. 

Jackson's advance into Maryland may be 
with tho design of occupying McClullan's 
rear whilst Loo attacks him in front. Kul 
that is scarcely probable ; fur it is not likely 
that Leo would attenijit lo storm tho fortiti- 
catiuQS on the right bank of the Potomac. 
"We are consequently safe to ronclude thai 
the Confederates intend to advance into 
Alaryland unil ultimately into Pennsylvania, 
if possible. Virginia must have become a 
difficult place t.) subsist their largo army. 
JIaryland and Pennsylvania oli'nr a boiler 
field ; whilst the advantages of gaining over 
the former Slate to the S.-,uthern cause is 
\rprth the attempt, whether it be regarded 
irom the general's or the staleman's point 
of view. The Federals evidoiiily have a 
difTicult job on their hands. \Vhcn the 
seige of Sebastopol drew iis slow length 
aloog|>4t : was common for Americans to 
recommend General Scott to be Vna Allied 
commander; or oven to give the contract 
of whipping the Ilussians lo some enter- 
prising Yankee coiitraetor. There is cer- 
tainlj" a good cluuice now lo retort that they 
had belter give out the contract of subduing 
tho South to some European general Tlio 
little'job that'Mr. Sewojd would close up in 
nihefy'days, has be'cbnVe a big one; so big 
iudeed that no one deems it prudent to pre- 
dict tho period of its completioM. 'I'hure is 
no hazard in saying Ihat the Federals tip- 
pear to be in a worse position than til any 
time since the civil war broke out. but the 
end is not yet. There can be no coinpro- 
rnise!';; One 'side or the^plher must be whip- 
ped — must be exhausted — before there can 
be peace. And it will lake the fall cam- 
paign ro determine what tlie fulnre has in 
store for the distracted Unionists. 



what cost, tho Council will have the rickety 
statu of things, by w hich they have been 
cursed for u number of years, lorn up root 
and branch. Already has a bone of conten- 
tion appeared. Our stipendiary magistrate 
has suddenly become so extremely devoted 
to his judicial fiineliona that he cannot lose 
a inumeut. Business must he rushed 
through. Early and late we find him at his 
post. Like all new converts, our reformed 
magistrate is making up for his former re- 
missness. In his diligence he becomes so 
entirely absorbed in his pursuit, as to be ut- 
terly oblivious of the fact thai there are oth- 
er iutoresis quite as important, nay, perhaps 
much more so than tho.se of which he has 
charge. Mr. Peinbertoii must . have .been 
aware that Monilny evening had been fixnd 
by Ihe Council for Iheir meeting in tho Pc- 
licia Court room. 

Common courtesy ought lo have induced 
him lo adjourn tho hearing of whatever suits 
might have been on hanil, so ac to enable 
the Cily Council to meet in tho only room 
pioperly suited I'or llu't purpose, and all 
cause fur ilisturbancc coulil have bi!en avoid- 
ed. Instead of that, however, clothed in hi.s 
brief authority, he felt: himself unapproach 
able, and seems scarcely to havo thought it 
incumbent on him to treat the reprBsenlatiyes 
of tho City of Victoria wiU; common civility. 
Can we wonder ihen that those composing 
the Council shonlil havo felt iutlignaiit, and 
should in the heat of the iniiinent fiavo 
tiioughl of proceeding to extreme measures, 
which perhaps they havo no authority fo a'- 
lempt. We can pardon the ebulition of 
feeling wdieu wo consider the provocation, 
and not only the [)rovocation of that evening, 
hut still motu the gi'oss uegligoiice of ilic 
K.VBCutivo it) not making lloserves when 
ho had the power, for tho public purposes 
of the city. The Governor must havo for- 
seeti that we would baforo long be a city, 
and must have known that the oivic pnblie 
woulil ro(iniro lands and buildings for 
corpurat ion purposes. Yet in the face of Ihat 
not a single step tlid ho take to have land 
sot aside for that purpose, li is no use 
talking about the elaiin of the Hudson Bay 
Co. to the town site. Wtio made the re- 
aeives of the site of the government build- 
ing, tho jail, etc. .' If they were made, why 
coulii nocoliiers have been made ! We hope 
that tho whole system of neglect and incoin- 
peteuce wdiich has characterise<l the rule of 
the powers that bo will receive a thorough 
ventilation at tho hands of the Council. It 
id high timo Ihat something were done to 
relievo the coniiiry of this incubus Avhiub 
has so Igiig been its bane.
